Washington,  April  11.— (Spe- 
cial.)—That  the  present  turbulent 
situation  in  Europe  is  being  taken 
advantage  of  by  militarists  in  the. 
United  States  to  urge  greater  and 
unnecessary  war  expenditures,  is 
the  opinion  of  former  Congress- 
man Tawney  of  Minnesota,  now 
a member  of  the  International 
Joint  Commission. 

1 Has  Made  Study  of  Subject, 

As  a former  chairman  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions, Mr.  Tawney  has  made  .a 
careful  study  of  military  and  nav- 
al expenditures  ,in  this  country 
and  in  others.  He  has  consistently 
opposed  what  he  regarded  as  un- 
ueeaesary  military  expenditures 
and  it  was  this  attitude- which  had 
much  to  do  in  bringing  him  into 
conflict  with  former  President 
Roosevelt.  . 

V Preparing  rot  St.  Paul  Meeting. 

Mr.' Tawney  has  been  in  Washington 
making  preparations  for  the  meeting 
of  tie  International  Joint  Commission 
at  St.  Pan!.  May  24,  when  difficulties 
between  the  United  States  and  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  will  be  settles  by  1 
this  peaceful  method. 

Asked  for  an  opinion  relative  to  the 
argument  that  is  being  made  from 
time  to  time  for  greater  military  and 
naval  preparation  in  this  country  Mr. 
Tawney  'discussed  the  situation  freely. 

These  are  days  of. inost  favorable 
opportunities  for  the  militarists  of  the 
United  States/’  he  said.  “The  apace 
thav  occupy,  in  the  daily  press  to  show 
our  alleged  unpreparedness  for  war 
proves  they  arc  making  the  moat  of 
it,  too.  ■ - - 

On  Contrasts  In  Europe. 

“The  groat  armies  of  contiguous 
European  nations,  hurling  them  selves 
against  one  another  in  a.  death  strug- 
gle for  European  supremacy,  are  con- 
trasted ’frith  our  army  and  navy  to 
prove  the  contention  of.  militarists  re- 
apecting  our  un  prepared  ness  fov  war 
and  also  to  prove  the  necessity  of  our 
having  a larger  army  and  navy  and 
of  our  spending  hundreds  of  millions 
of  .money  in  excess  of  the  amounts  we 
-are  now  spending- tor  new  army  and 
navy  equipments  — battleships,  arma- 
ment and  munitions  of  war  of  all 
kinds.  . ' . 

“If  our  people  can  bo  thus  deceiv- 
ed or  made  to  believe  there  is  neces- 
sity for  this  enormously  increases  war 
expenditure,  the  power  of  the  militar- 
ists over  the  fiscal  policies  of  our  na- 
tion 'frill  be  vastly  augmented  and  the 
manufacturers  of  war  material  greatly 
enriched  at  the  expense  of  the  people, 
“Every  intelligent,  patriotic  citizen 
recognizes  and  . appreciates  that  the 
; founders  of  our  Republic  made  it  the 
duty  of  our  Federal  Government  ‘to 
provide  for  the  national  defense.’ 

. . Tor  Defence  Only. 

“It  will  be  observed,  however,  that 
thla.  duty  is  to  provide  only  for  .the 
national ‘'defense  and  not  for  national 
. invasion.  The  performance  of  this 
duty  today, , and  all  that  i a necehsary 
thereto,  must  bo  interpreted  in  the 
light  of  present  conditions  and  not  in. 
anticipation  of  conditions  that*  may 
arise  fifty  years  hence  when  the  prin- 
cipal nations  of  the  world,  now  Rt  war 
with  each  other,  rany  have  fully  re- 
■ covered  their  resources  that  they  are 
Bow  destroying  and  will  have  lost  as 
the  result  of  this  war.

Democratic  Senator  Sought. 

The  National  Democratic  Ad- 
ministration realizes  the  crucial 
situation  which  Minnesota  will  oc- 
cupy in  that  fight  in  1916  and 
plans  are  row  being  made  to  con- 
centrate on  the  North  Star  State 
with  the  hope  of  electing  a Demo- 
cratic United  States  Senator..  ■ 
Hammond  In  Demand. 

Overtures  'are  already  said  to  have 
been  made  to  induce  Governor  "Ham- 
mond to  become  a candidate  -with  the- 
whole  power  of  the  National  Adminis- 
tration-behind  him. 

The. only  hitch  in  this  program  is  the 
part  which  former  Governor  Lind  may 
play,  fear  of  rivalry  between’  Ham1 
mond  and  Lind  is  causing  the  Admin- 
istration planners  some  trouble. 

When  Jar.  Lind  ^'Os  appointed,  spe- 
cial envoy  te  Mexico  it  was  generally 
understood  the  Administration  would 
force  him  to  the  front  as  u Senatorial 
candidate.  Since  then  Mr.  Hammond 
has  been  elected  Governor,  and  there 
is  a suspicion  of  coolness  between  Mr. 
Lind  and  the  Administration  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  Lind  diplomacy 
and  tho  exaltation  of  Francisco  Villa 
as  tho  Administration's  “white  hope*' 
in  Mexico  has  not  proved  a distinct 
success. 

Wants  Hammond  or  Lind. 

The  Administration  wants  either 
Hammond  or  Lind  to  lead  .the  Demo- 
cratic forces  and  hopes  to  bring  about 
an  understanding  if  one  is  not  already- 
reached. 

While  the  Democratic  , forces  are  en- 
deavoring to  bring  harmony  out  of  their 
own  situation,  they  are  doing  what 
they  can  ' to  encourage  disruption 
among  tho  Republicans. 

The  hope  is  freely  expressed  that  .. 
field  of  candidates  will  oppose  Senator 
Clapp  for  the  ronominatioo,  in  which 
event  it  in  regarded  as  certain  .that 
Clapp  would  be.  nominated  and  that  he 
would  be  defeated  by  a Democrat. 

: It  is  reaped  That  if  tho  field'  of 
Republican  candidates  narrowed  to 
Senator  Clapp,  who  is  expected  to  ran 
as  a Republican,  and  one -other- oppo- 
nent, then  the  Republican  candidate 
might  have  a chance  to  win.  against 
Clapp  and  would  also  have  a good 
chance  of  election.

When  tho  Russians  swept  down  on 
Pilkallen  they  seized  the  hotel,  drove- 
out  the  landlord  and  his  quests,  posted 
Bojdiers  at  tho  doors  and  made  it  the 
official  harem  of  officers  of  General 
Siever  a staff. 

Troops  were  sent  out  to  capture  the 
fairest  and  youngest  women  and  bring 
them  to  the  Hotel  Skusrun.  At  the 
point-  of  the  bayonet  the  soldiers  of 
the  Czar  tore  mothers  and  daughters 
from  their  homes  and.  carried  them  off 
to  tba  gay  stone  dungeon.  L ' ’ 

Although  the  Hotel  Skugnm  was 
built  to  hold  about  fifty  guests,  as 
many  as  four  hundred  women  were  im- 
prisoned at  one  time  within  its  nar- 
row walls,  herded  together  like  aheep 
in  a pen.  Their  fates  were  more  ter- 
rible than  death  to  many.  1 

There  was  not  even  room  for  furni- 
ture, and  accordingly  evervthing  was 
cast  out  except  mattresses,  which  were 
laid  tightly  tngethor  npou  tho  Btraw- 
ntrewn  floor. 

From  the  splendid  estate  occupied  by 
General  Sievers  to  tho  Hotel  Skusnin 
a motor  bus  was  operated  at  regulag 
intervals  during  the  day  and  late  inth 
the  night  Afternoons  rt  could  bh  seen 
bringing  to  the  hotel  parties  of  - Rus- 
sian officers,  shouting  and  laughing,  or 
singing  wild  war  songs.
